THE MARILYN MONROE. STORY 


Although today she is one of the best-dressed women 
in the world, in her teen-age days her wardrobe con- 
sisted of two orphanage navy-blue skirts and two middy 
blouses—unanchored. 

Norma Jean was a fast-blooming youngster. When 
she was 10 she looked 13. When she was 13 she looked 
18. When she was 18 she looked into the eyes of a 
handsome policeman and said “7 do." And so this young 
charmer with a set of Victorian attitudes (which she 
won in a bingo game) was married. For a while they 
were happy despite the fact that she couldn’t cook. She 
used to make sandwiches for him and put love notes 
inside. The sandwiches were so bad he ate the notes. 
Later, when he underwent stomach x-rays, the doctors 
discovered that the notes formed the “Gettysburg Ad- 
dress," once again linking the blonde bombshell to our 
lóth president, a picturesque image just begging for 

psychiatrical exploration.

She divorced her husband during the war. She thought 
Pearl Harbor was a redhead and figured her mate was 
stepping out with another woman. 

She got a job in an aircraft plant where she helped 
make surplus Army dirigibles. One day the foreman 
spotted her and she sued him. With the money she had 
the spots removed, became a model and went out on 
her own, which was very nice by this time. 

After a few years of bad luck she hit it big in the 
movies. She gained a certain degree of notoriety by 
posing in overalls for a bikini-clad photographer. “He 
needed the money,” Marilyn explained later to the satis- 
faction of practically no one. 

It was at this time that she became Marilyn Monroe. 
She wanted to become Marilyn Lincoln but the studio 
heads figured the Southern picture-goers might be offend- 
ed.

But her career prospered. She became a big star and 
so it was only natural that she divorced Joe. She bought 
a home and installed a swimming pool shaped like 
Abraham Lincoln. When she travelled she went under 
the name Zsa ‘Zsa Gabor so no one would bother her. 

For her many performances she received numerous ac- 
colades which she stuffed and kept in her trophy room, 
She even made a picture with Sir Laurence Olivier. 
Things didn’t go too well because Marilyn was heard 
to remark: “Mother told me there'd be knights like this," 
all the while giving Louis a fish eye.
